Three questions were asked the 
various candidates for office in the 
primaries by the League of Women 
Voters and the local League has 
received answers from a number 
of representative candidates and 
also from some candidates who are 
unopposed. Candidates for repre- 
sentative who answered were J. 
Everett Collins, Gordon R. Cannon, 
Atty. Raymond W. Schlapp, Bruno 
M. Findeisen, Robert Hewett and 
Daniel Downey. 


Their answers follow: 


Question 1: Do you favor the ex- 
tension throughout the State of 
special Children’s Courts such as 
the Boston Juvenile Court? 


Collins: I am in favor providing 
that the Bar Association of the 
State approved and that it was also 
given approval by the Police 
Chiefs’ Association of Massachu- 
setts. 


Cannon: Yes. 


Findeisen: I believe in Juvenile 
Courts, I don’t recall Boston’s par- 
ticular setup. 


Downey: It is my understand- 
ing that the extension of such 
courts will remove the demorali- 
zing and criminal taint associated 
with intercourse with ordinary 
court procedure and so protect ju- 
venile delinquents from the con- 
taminating influence attendant 
upon appearance at such ordinary 
courts. For the social values in- 
herent in such Children’s Courts I 
strongly favor extension. 


Hewett: If memory serves me 
right, it is the unanimous opinion 
of special committees that have 
studied this problem, that exten- 
sion of such a system will result 
in a decline of juvenile delin- 
quency; therefore I am in favor. 

Sehlapp: I am not too familiar 
with the Boston Juvenile Court, 
but as a practising attorney I am 
heartily in favor of any system of 
courts which will tend to correct 
criminal tendencies in youth and 
which will not brand them as crim- 
inal to blight their future possible 
useful years, And I firmly believe 
that they should tbe set up with as 
little political connection and inter- 
ference as is humanly possible, 
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Candidates Reply To League Questionnaire 


Question 2: Do you favor fewer 
and better State Teachers Colleges 
rather than the continuation of the 
nine existing institutions? 

Collins: I am in favor of fewer 
and better State Teachers Col- 
leges. It is a question that must be 
given serious thought. Problem as 
to those to /be eliminated should be 
carefully studied without any po- 
litical influence. This is a serious 
problem and should be given ex- 
tensive study. 


Cannon: I would like to see the 
present system improved iby higher 
standards. 

Findeisen: Fewer and ‘better col- 
leges would be better if it was 
proven it could be handled that 
way. 

Downey: If a study of all the tes- 
timony presented ‘by educators and 
friends of education should reveal 
to me the desirability of favoring 
one of the two alternatives, as sug- 
gested in questionnaire No. 2, I 
would be guided by the Educators 
and friends of education. 

Hewett: Yes. Provided that the 
relocated institutions do not work 
a hardship on those who might 
otherwise ‘be forced to incur tre- 
mendous expense in order to fur- 
ther their education.

Don’t Let Andover Down! 


There are 2,677 of you. You’re classed as Independents ; 
it doesn’t mean you’re independent ; it merely means that you 
haven’t taken the time to vote in a primary election. Andover 
needs your vote Tuesday; Andover wants a representative 
at the State House; so get out Tuesday and vote. 

In Methuen they vote in primaries. In a recent tabulation 
it was shown that of 11,800 Methuen voters 8,184 had voted 
at a primary while only 3,616 had failed to. What is the story 
in Andover? Only 56% have voted in the primaries here as 
against Methuen’s 70%.
